Execution of the Spanish Anarch- 


ists at Xeres, Yesterday, 


Highest of all in Leavening Power.—Latest U. S. Gov't Report. 


IN THE PRESENCE OF A VAST THRONG. 


ABSOLUTELY PURE 


A Bungling; Job by the Executioner 


Causes Men to Moan and Women 


to Faint, and Results in 


Another Outbreak. 


MADRID, Feb. 
11.—The four con- 


demned anarchists were gfarrotod at 
Xeros, in tho plnzu in front of the 
prison yesterday. 


The spectacle was a horrible ouc. As 


the screw of tho garrote entered the" 
spine their heads fell forward, tho faces 
turning; purple and their tongues pro- 
truding-. A cry of horror iv«*nt up from 
many in the crowd. 


The condemned men were Icnilerg iu 


the attack upon and plundering' of 
Xeres on January o \>y a baud of raiders, 
said to be anarchists, and to belong to 
an organization f or arousing a rebellion 
in Spain. There was no disorder, how- 
ever, during1 the executions. 


The four anarchists were executed 


separately and in successive partitions. 
It vvas at first proposed to execute 
them tog-ether, but. there beinjf only 
one executioner available, it was de- 
cided to execute them separately. The 
platform upon which the garrote wns 
erected was snrrouuded by a rough 
wooden railing; inside of which waa a 
strong detachment of police and troops 
who had no trouble in keeping Hie peo- 
ple 
back. 
Upon the so.iffold there 


were four wooden partitions, in each of 
winch was placed a chair behind which 
was a stake. Attached to each stake 
there was a metallic collar which is put 
around tho criminal's neck; behind the 
collar is an iron screw which is turned 
until its points crushes into the spinal 
column, causing almost instant death. 


The old way of executing criminals in 


Spain, waa to tie a cord about their 
necks and then twist it with a stout 
piece of stick until tho victim was 
strangled, to death. The present sys- 
tem is considered to bo a great im- 
provement upon the older plan. 


The streets, house-tops and windows 


about tho plaxa in front o£ the jail 
were packed with people at every point 
of vantage, for the greatest excitement 
lias prevailed among the lower classes 
ever since the anarchist raid on Xeres 
on January 8 last, when the town was 
held practically by the "rods" for sev- 
eral hours. 


The naraeb of the four anarchists ex- 


ecuted were Jhistnui, Zarzuela, "Lebri- 
jano and Lamelu, tho first named, hav- 
ing been the leader of the movement, 
refused to leave his cell for the scaffold 
untilcompeledtodo so. They presented 
a horribly frightened appearance as 
they were forced, trembling'and deadly 
pale, protesting and praying, first 
blustering1 and then imploring mercy, 
into their partitions from which thny 
could see the 
populace, police and 


troops, but could not witness the death 
agony of their companions. 


Zarzuclti was almost too drunk iu 


walk whon ho was forced toward the 
stake, and kept ou shouting ".More 
wine, morn wine; 1 amMnnocent; I am 
innocent; but we will not act cowardly, 
we die for the social cause.1' 


Eusiani shouted. 
"We are innocent; 


all, my mother, my mother,'* aud strug- 
gled desperately to escape while being 
forced to approach the chair-like stake. 
So terriblv did he struggle, that it re- 
quired the combined strength of five 
men to force liira into the seat, and 
even then they had much difficulty in 
getting his ucck into 
the garrote. 


Finally, the executioner was two full 
minutes in turning the screw of tho 
.rou collar powerfully enough to break 
the nock bouo of the unfortunate an- 
arehibl. 


This terrible seeue worked the peo- 


ple into a state of rage and indignation 
:t»vrible to behold; racn. shouted and 
cursed at the authorities, women wept 
and moaned as they buried their heads 
in their aprons and dresses, and several 
people, male and female, fainted out- 
right; but tliora was no attempt made 
to attack the police or military, for the 
latter have taught the anarchists ales- 
son which they are not likely to forget 
for many a long day. 


The other two condemned anarchists, 


Lebrijano anil Lamcla, died more qui- 
etly, death, apparently, being instan- 
taneous, from tho moment of the first 
two or three turns of the screw. All 
the executed men were either cobblers 
or bootmakers. Out of sympathy for 
them, the people in many of the outly- 
ing towns and villages closed their lit- 
tle stores or olsc refused to go to work. 


There is no truth in tho story tliafc 


the explosion of the bomb in the pkiza- 
KeaJ, at Barcelona, Tuesday night, was 
due to the action of the people in sym- 
pathy with the men executed yesterday, 
and who tried to create a disturbance 
The explosion is said to have been due 
entirely to thn local disturbances which 
the police and military are fully pre- 
pared to cope with. 


Many people believe, however, that 


the authorities should have paid more 
attention to the attempts made by the 
Bishop of Cadire, and others to obtain 
a commutation of the prisoners' sen- 
tences and hope is expressed that the 
remainder of the men in custody for 
participation in the riots at Xeres will 
be sentenced to imprisonment. It is 
rumored, however, that at least three 
more of tho rioters will be sentenced to 
die by the garrote. 


There were disturbances again

I respectfully call your attention to th« action

BUCG to tho jobbers, shippers and yholesulw 
lealora of Omaha m requiring tlia paymeiit at 
excessive charges for switches; also, tho de- 
termined purpose of such railway company to 
violate its contract for tho construction of A 
lew depot build iiig in the city of Orashn unii in 
every way poasiblo to injure the city and ita 
business interests. 


I believe in dealing fuirl y if not liberally with 
0 railroads as well as every other corpora- 


tion, but I think that the city has sumo rights 
which tho railroads, as well as other corpora- 
:ions should respect. It IB absolutely certain 
that it the city bad indicated tlio atronffeet 
spirit of hostility toward tho Union Pacific 
Railroad Co., it could not have acted more un- 
fairly with tho city than it bus done in the past. 
By ignoring Its contract with tho city, by evad- 
ing just taxation and working against the busi- 
ness interasts of tho city, It has seriously In- 
terfered with tho growth, and developmout of 
fcho city. It but refused to accept the olive 
branch which timo and time ii^ain has boon as-

Navajo Indians Getting Beady to 


Make Trouble. 


A LIVELY ENGAGEMENT IN PROGRESS 


Between the Indians and Cowboys, with 


the Result as Yet Unknown—The 


Trouble Caused by Indian 


Catt'e Thieves. 


ESfVEii Col., Feb. II.—A special to 


to the Republican from Albuquerque, 
says: 
.1 M. Dennis, the snw-miU 


owner at I'oolidgc, who is here, lias re- 
ceived a dispatch from his manager, A. 
E. Batchsldcr, that Navajo Indians 
were eoufireffating in squads of from 
twenty-five to fifty at the small towns 
ou the Atlantic & Pacific, between La- 
Rune and Coolidgo, with the intention 
of cleaning- out the cowboys on the cat- 
tle ranges along the road. 


At Chavcs station, seventy-live In- 


dians arc holding u powwow, have ou 
tlveir war paint and are heavily armed. 
Tho people are in great excitement 
Tho women liave their trunks packed 
ready to leave, while the cowboys iu-o 
rustling all the arms they can g-et ami 
propose to stand their ground. 


Mrs. 
C. Jenkins, wife of tho manajrer 


of the eating- house at Coolidg-e, with 
her two children, arc the first to reach 
this city, and ihe tells your corre;;poud- 
eut that the Indians and cowboy arc 
massing forces for an eupag-emeut, and 
that the whole white mail population 
of Coolidjfc and vicinity were up iu 
arms and ready for the conflict. 


A number of cowboys from several 


ranges assembled at Coolidge anej de- 
fied tho Indians then in the town to 
commence carrying their threats into 
execution. Tho Indians left OM horses 
and went in the direction of Godding- 
ton's ranch 
An 'hour later a runner 


came 
into 
Coolid^e 
and reported 


that 
an 
engagement was in pro- 


gress at the 
ranch 
between 
the 


Indians and cowboys there and that 
if the latter were not reinforced the 
Indians would annihilate them. Those 
5n Coolidg-e Ihen left to join their asso- 
ciates, bul the actual result of the fight 
has not been yet received.

these. Tho Indians were noticed car- 
rying thi'ir dead oil'. 


During the present winter the cattlo- 


men whose rnng-rs border tbo INavnjo 
reservation have lost a number of cat- 
tle stolon and killed, and the cowboys 
have traced the depredations to the 
Navajo Indians 
The owuerfi of the 


stock h:ive called on the chiefs for 
Borne kind of a settlement, but their 
demands were mot 
with 
refusals.

been bantering- each other for a fight, 
and the cowboys finally de-stroyed one 
of the Indian houses. The Indians re- 
taliated by burning the outhouses on a 
ranch a few miles from Coolidge, and 
the piesunt altair is tile outcome of the 
bad foeling- which hns existed all win- 
ter.

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HOW CrsRTRiL BLOCK GOT THERE 


It Was An Accident Caused by 


Bivalry In Business. 


The BiPUBijioAH reporter had a chat 


last evening with Mr E. McNabb, the 
veteran architect, who came to Decstnr 
m 1861, and bought tiro lots 80x100 feet 
on the comer south of the Church street 
school, for whioh he paid only $300. At 
that time lots were selling on Water 
street, between East Main and Frame 
for 8250, and those facing South Farfc 
street at $200. Talking abont old times 
in a general way Mr. McNabb, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry told how it came 
abont that Central Block was bnilt and 
bow filerohani street came into existence, 


Said Mr. McNabb 
"Central Block 


was built I think in 1857. I bnilt the 
north part of it. 
Before 
the 
erec- 


tion of the block there was very strong 
rivalry between the business men on 
Water street and tbcae laving stores m 
the vicinity of the old square, now Lin- 
coln square 
Tho leaders of the party on 


the old square were fl. B. 
Dnrfee 


and Frank Priest. They fought to hold 
business on their Bide of the town, and 
by the way, Decatnr was not much of a 
town then, Dnrfee and Priest bad a 
great scheme. They had control of tbe 
ground north of the square, and they got 
np a scheme to induce the visitors and 
farmers to make their headquarters on 
that side of the town. They laid out a 
broad street, extending m width from the 
west side of Mam street east to the east 
side of the presact Merchant street, and 
extending north from the square to Prai- 
rie street. And then they went before 
the city council and made a proposition 
to donate tha wide street to Deoatar for- 
ever, provided (he town would plank the 
square ana the street to Prairie street 
The people in tbose days h,id the plank 
street fever. It w«a the talk of the to\?n 
They wanted some way to get out of the 
mud. The Darfee and Priest propo- 
sition caused a big sensation among the 
Water street merchants, nud immedi- 
ately an indignation meeting was held at 
the old court house. Tho room was 
crowded to suffocation, and BO great was 
the feeling against the planking question 
that a good many red-hot personal 
speeches were mads, A Water street 
man was chairman, and the leaders 
against the planking proposition were 
Ed 0 Smith and Cjlonel Carter. Both 
were wrought np to a high stnte ot feel- 
ing, and did not hesitate to indulge m 
personalities 
Ed Smith started out in u 


tirade against Priest and his scheme by 
declaring that he never liked a Priest any 
how, 
and then made a great spread about 


what would be nnjuet discrimination in 
the expenditure for the proposed improve- 
ment. 
Dnrfee and Priest were tbere, 


and tried to trarn the tide in their favon 
but the Watoi street men out-voted the 
street planking element, and the city 
council didjnot order the broad street and 
the square plunked 
Priest aud Dnrfee 


were knocked out. 
They did not know 


what to do 
Finally they came to tbe 


conclusion that a two story brick block 
in the space now occupied by Central 
Block, with a verandu on each side from 
end^to end, would give the west side an 
elegant Arcade building and would not) 
fail to draw business from Wuter stioet 
where thore was but one lirick bmlcuiv 
at that time. And in this wuy Gemml 
Block was put up, and there it will stuy, 
I gneae, for all time, unless n handsome 
bnilding takes He place. 
Yec, there 


were other brick buildings nt that time 
There was a two story brick on the 
square occupied by Stamper, Condell & 
Elliott, the old Xieiby ouileliag was up, 
and the present W. B Abbott & Co_ 
building was erected."
